Memorial Hospital driveway and 


Miracle Street runs down Second Avenue 
and not into the drainage ditch. Why can't 
this water be diverted into the drainage 
ditch instead of down Second Avenue? 


The city was already aware of the 


problem you mention, and work has 
already begun on the necessary plans to 
correct this problem, according to City 
Mgr. Dick Ballenger. 


The Texas Highway Department is 


currently working on engineering plans 
and specifications to pave Second Ave. 
that will include storm drains. 


There is as yet no firm date for actual 


work to begin, but bids are expected to be 
let shortly by the Highway Department. 


With all of this voting on delegates 


pledged to certain candidates, I'm a bit 
confused. Just what is the "electoral 
college," and what does it do? 


The delegates we just voted on in the 


presidential preference primary are not 
members of the electoral college, but 
rather go straight to the national con- 
ventions pledged to support the candidates 
listed on the ballot by their names for 
nomination by their parties. 


As for the electoral college, the Con- 


stitution provides that each State "shall 
appoint.. .a number of electors" equal to 
the combined number of its senators and 
representatives and, in the 23rd Amend- 
ment, that the District of Columbia shall 
have as many electors as the least populous 
state (at present 3). In 1972, the electoral 
college consisted of 538 members. It took 
270 votes to be elected that year. 


The original intent of the electoral 


college, as 
described 
in House of 


Representatives document 94-161, was to 
gather a group of qualified electors who 
"would not be pledged to any particular 
candidate but would calmly and wisely 
decide who should be President." 


What they did not count on, however, 


was the rapid development of political 
parties which nullified that original notion. 
Today, and for many years past, the 
electoral college has simply ratified the 
choice of the voters in each state, although 
occasionally an elector will "bolt and vote 
his conscience," the House publication 
noted. 


The electoral college never meets as a 


whole, but rather each state's members 
meet on a designated day (the Monday 
following the second Wednesday in 
December of a presidential election year) 
and vote as a unit for their candidate. The 
count of all electoral ballots takes place in 
joint session of Congress every four years 
on January 6th. 


George Washington was the only can- 


didate ever to receive a unanimous vote 
from the electoral college. 


Other than muscle power, how do you 


get stuck windows unstuck? How do you 
keep them unstuck? 


There are a lot of variables involved in 


stuck windows, according to veteran 
handymen. 


First, if they are 
wooden window 


frames, the wood may have swelled from 
age and moisture, which will make it I 
difficult to open them at all. You may have I 
to pry them up with a crow bar (and that's I 
muscle power) and then plane the edges 
until the window moves freely. Carefully 
work a chisel between the window track 
and shutter on each side to loosen the 
shutter. 


Or, it could be that the windows were 


painted and the paint is sticking them. In 
that case, chip the paint from the crevices 
between the shutter and the frame of the 
window. 


If they are aluminum frames, the frame 


could be bent. Check for such "pinches," 
and bend them back to free the window. 
Also, check at the top of the window on 
:each side to make sure there is nothing 
blocking the track. 


Some grease on wooden and aluminum 


window tracks might also keep windows 
free and help you loosen a stuck window. 


Once you've freed the window, the best 


way to keep them that way is to open them 
occasionally so that they don't get stuck 
again. One word of caution: go slow in 
prying the window up, or you may find 
yourself having to replace the broken 
glass. 


Is it an absolute must, according to 


Texas law, that a car owner or driver 
carry liability insurance? 


There is no law stating that all drivers 


must carry such insurance, 
but the 


Department of Public Safety said you may 
find yourself in trouble if you are involved 
in a serious accident without it. 


Bobby Kerr, senior evaluator for the 


Department of Public Safety in Austin, 
explained the complicated technicalities of 
the Safety Responsibility Act which 
governs such liability. 


Under that act, accidents which result in 


more than $250 damage, or injury to one or 
more persons, or death and in which there 
has been negligence on the part of an 
uninsured driver can end in suspension of 
the driver's license and further actions 
against the driver. 


Additionally, any incident involving 


driving while intoxicated will be treated 
similarly. 


Each case, Kerr indicated, has to be 


evaluated individually according to a 
criteria of "fault factor" as stated in the 
law, 
so a general explanation of that 


process is difficult if not impossible. 


• But, if you are involved in an accident 
and are uninsured, you may have to put up 
;cash guarantees which will cover future 
damages for five years. If you were to 
allow those to lapse, your license would be 
' suspended. 


By far the easiest way to avoid such 


possible problems is to carry the liability 
insurance, Kerr said.

Ronald Reagan has scored 


another key triumph in his 
quest for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, but Presi- 
dent Ford has come up with a 
victory of his own. Frank 
Church, meanwhile, has scored 
an upset in his Democratic pri- 
mary debut. 


Reagan continued his recent 


string of successes by captur- 
ing Tuesday's Nebraska pri- 
mary, his second victory out- 
side the Southern and South- 
western states that are sup- 
posed to be his strongholds. 
Ford, however, gained a split 
on the day by winning decisive- 
ly in West Virginia. 


Church, running in his first 


primary, upset Jimmy Carter 
in Nebraska and provided some 


JVeti? tremors shake Italy 
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UDINE, Italy (AP) - Strong 


new 
earth 
tremors 
shook 


quake-ravaged 
northeastern 


Italy early today, knocking 
down more buildings and trig- 
gering landslides that isolated 
towns already devastated by 
six days of shocks. 


Police said they were check- 


ing Italian news agency reports 
that four persons were missing 
and 
_ believed buried 
under 


rubble caused by the latest 
shocks. 


The new jolts leveled houses 


and destroyed Gemona's fine 
arts palace heavily damaged 
by previous tremors. 


Also in Gemona, a town of 


about 6,000 on the foothills of 
the eastern Alps niar this pro- 
vincial capital, a police captain 
and a civilian were trapped by 
falling debris. Rescuers dug 
them out. 


Tuesday evening a severe 


quake centered in the Ionian 
Sea jolted Zakinthos and other 
Greek islands and parts of 
southern Italy. Thousands on 
Zakinthos spent the night in the 
open. There were no reports of 
casualties or damage. 


Nine more tremors 
were 


recorded in the Friuli region of 
northeast Italy that was devas- 
tated by the killer quake last 
Thursday. A woman was in- 
jured in Braulinz di Trasaghis 
when a house fell, and injuries 
were reported to several other 
persons. Many one-story and 
two-story buildings weakened 
by the big quake and more 
than 50 aftershocks .collapsed in 
Malano, venzone| Osbppo, Mbg- 
gio Udinese and Peonis di Tra- 
saghis. 


The tremors were also felt in 


Venice, Trieste and Padua, but 


no damage or casualties were 
reported in those cities. 


In Vicenza, 75 miles south- 


west of the destruction area, 
many of the 100 prisoners in 
the local jail climbed to the 
roof and demanded to be freed 
to insure their safety. Despite 
warning shots from guards, the 
convicts refused to return to 
their cells, and police sur- 
rounded the jail. 


Many of Udine's 90,000 resi- 


dents were spending the night 
at home for the first time in six 
nights. When they felt a par- 
ticularly strong tremor just be- 
fore midnight, they rushed 
back to cars, tents and other 
makeshift shelters 


The toll trom 
Thursday's 


quake remained at 914 dead, 
more than 3,000 injured and 
about 80,000 homeless. About 
400 persons are not accounted 


for. 


As national leaders of the rul- 


ing Christian Democrats and 
their Communist rivals bick- 
ered over the adequacy of the 
government's relief measures 
with an eye to the national 
election June 20, rival local po- 
litical leaders joined hands to 
create a single body to coordi- 
nate relief work. 


But Loris Fortuna, a Socialist 


member of Parliament, warned 
that the parties would soon be 
fighting over allocation of the 
relief funds. 


"We want the money to go to 


the cooperatives, to the people 
who must rebuild their .homes, 
to the municipalities, to the leg- 
islature," he said. "Naturally 
the Christian Democrats will be 
trying to re-establish the big in- 
dustries, the big towns." 


hope for Democrats who want 
to stop the former Georgia gov- 
ernor from sweeping to the 
nomination. Carter won the 
party-run 
primary 
in Con- 


necticut, but by a narrow mar- 
gin over Rep. Morris K. Udall. 


In the day's other Democrat- 


ic contest, Sen. Robert C. Byrd, 
a favorite son, won in West Vir- 
ginia with almost 90 per cent of 
the vote over Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace, the only 
other candidate on the ballot. 


These were the figures in the 


key races: 


In Nebraska, with 97 per cent 


of the vote counted, Reagan 
had 110,846 votes, or 54 per 
cent, to 92,833 or 46 per cent, 
for Ford. In the separate race 
for the state's 25 nominating 
delegates, Reagan led for 17 
and Ford for eight with 41 per 
cent of the vote in. 


In West Virginia, with 80 per 


cent of the vote counted, Ford 
had 67,467, or 56 per cent, to 
52,201, or 44 per cent, for Rea- 
gan. The race for the 23 dele- 
gates was separate and they 
are by law nominally uncom- 
mitted. 


In the Nebraska Democratic 


race, with 97 per cent of the 
vote, Church had 66,693 or 39 
per cent of the votes to 64,810 
or 38 per cent, for Carter. 
Church led for 15 delegates to 
eight for the former Georgia 
governor with 63 per cent of the 
count in. Nebraska has 23 
Democratic delegates. 


In the party-run Connecticut 


primary, Carter finished with 
35,415 votes or 33 per cent to 
32,959, or 31 per cent, for Udall. 
Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, of 


Washington, who was backed 
by Gov. Ella Grasso and many 
party leaders, was third with 
18,632. 


Connecticut's 51 nominating 


delegates will be chosen later 
under a complex system of ap- 


portionment. Tuesday's results 
project out to 17 for Carter, 15 
for Udall, 5 for Jackson and the 
rest uncommitted, but that 
could easily change. 


In West Virginia, with 79 per • 


cent of the vote counted, Byrd 
had 246,601 or 89 per cent to 
31,968 or 11 per cent for Wal- 
lace. 


Reagan, who won key pri- 


maries in Texas and Indiana 
with the help of Democratic 
crossovers, noted that such 
switching is not allowed in Ne- 
braska. 


"This confirms my support is 


not a Wallace vote," he said. 
"Nebraska is a legitimate test 
in the Republican party." 


Reagan's campaign manager, 


John Sears, said the Nebraska 
triumph had given the challeng- 
er's campaign a boost. Sears 
had no comment on West. Vir- 
ginia. 


Presidential Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said Ford was hap- 
py with the results in West Vir- 
ginia, but had no comment on 
Nebraska. 


The President's campaign' 


manager, Rogers C.B. Morton, 
blamed the President's Nebras- 
ka defeat on what he called the 
"domino" effect of Reagan's 
victories in the past two weeks 
in Texas, Indiana, Georgia and 
Alabama. Morton said losses 
were "always 
disappointing" 


and said the President must 
win in his home state of Mich- 
igan next week to "prove he's 
viable." 


Morton could not be reached 


for comment today. 


Asked today about Morton's 


remark, 
Ford 
campaign 


spokesman Ned Greene noted 
"a downhill pattern" in Ford's 
success since the Texas pri- 
mary, but added: "I wouldn't 
have said 'Titanic.' I think he 
(Morton) meant to laugh it 
off."

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Handmade planes 


newest excitement

Seventy-two years after Or- 


vill and Wilbur Wright hand- 
fashioned their pioneering air- 
plane, a growing number of 
aviators are flying their own 
handmade planes. 


Its a new and busy adven- 


ture. 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration says more than 4,700 
"homebuilts," as they 
are 


known, are flitting about the 
skies and 500 or so join the 
fleet each year. The number of 
planes constructed at home 
each year is growing, the FAA 
says. 


The Breezy, an airplane re- 


sembling a winged skeleton, is 
the most popular, says Tom 
Poberezny of the Experimental 
Aircraft Association, headquar- 
tered in Hales Corners, Wise., 


A Milwaukee suburb. It was 
formed in 1953. 


Only the wings and tail as- 


sembly of the Breezy are cov- 
ered. The pilot perches on a 
seat bolted to the framework- 
out in the breeze. 


Some homebuilts are scaled- 


down replicas of vintage war- 
planes. The American F51 Mus- 
tang, the German Focke Wulf 
190 and British Hawker Hurri- 
cane have reappeared as home- 
builts. In Noblesville, Ind., a 
high school aviation class is 
building a three quarter scale 
Douglas SBD divebomber as a 
class project. 


Other designs are original. 


The evil-looking fighter that 
strafed a race car in "Death 
Race 2,000" was a docile wood- 
en creation called a Vari- 
Viggen, flown and built by Bert 
Rutan of Mojave, Calif. 


Although some intrepid build- 


ers design their onw planes, 
most buy proven plans from 
others, such as Rutan, an aero- 
nautical engineer. 


"It takes a lot of persistence 


to build an airplane," says Jer- 
ry Smyth of Huntington, Ind., 
who sells plans for an all-met- 
al, low-winged craft called a 
Sidewinder. 


Both Rutan and Smyth say it 


takes $4,000-$5,000 and at least 
two years to turn plans into 
planes in the builder's garage 
or backyard. 


Although some manufactured 


parts are available, the FAA 
requires that the homebuilder 
do at least 51 per cent of the 
building himself to qualify for 
an experimental license. The 
FAA lumps homebuilts into the 
experimental 
category 
along 


with new airliners and pro- 


totype jet fighters. 


The FAA, concerned with 


what might tumble from the 
skies, has strict rules con- 
cerning home-constructed craft. 


A homebuilt may not leave 


the ground until it has passed a 
rigorous inspection during and 
after construction. An FAA in- 
spector from one of 72 offices 
scattered about the country vis- 
its the builder while the air- 
craft is taking shape. And this 
same inspector finally signs the 
certificate that allows the craft 
to be flown. 


The safety record, says the 


FAA, is about the same as for 
factory-built planes, with an av- 
erage of 2.5 fatalities for each 
100,000 flight hours. 


Handmade aircraft must go 


through at least 50 hours of air- 
borne testing before they are 
allowed to carry passengers or 


leave a specified area. If the 
builder wishes to fly at night or 
under instrument conditions, 
additional 
equipment, 
in- 


spections and authorization are 
required. 


Why labor for two years on 


an airplane that is more re- 
stricted than its factory-built 
cousins? 


"They're more fun to fly," 


says Vic Zinn, a Noblesville 
music store owner. 


Other builders say they do it 


to save money—although older 
factory-built planes are avail- 
able for little more than the 
cost of building a plane at 
home. 


Some say they build planes 


just for the pleasure of build- 


"I did it to keep my sanity," 


laughs Warren J. Eding of St. 
Louis. Eding, head of research 


for General Dynamics Corp., 
had a hand in the development 
of the Air Force F16—as well 
as his own Coot. The Coot is a 
two-place metal and fiberglass 
amphibian. 


Unlike most homebuilders, 


Eding equipped his homebuilt 
to fly at night and under in- 
strument 
conditions. 
He 


chuckles when he tells how con- 
fused air traffic controllers be- 
come when faced with some- 
thing called a Coot. 


How does it feel to leave the 


ground for the first time in a 
plane you just finished riveting, 
screwing or glueing together? 


"You get to thinking about all 


those things you forgot to do," 
says Eding. "But after a while 
you just relax and enjoy the 
ride." 


Marriott builds 


Great America 


amusement parks 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. (AP) 


- In 1927, J. Williard Marriott 
opened a nine-stool root beer 
stand in Washington, D.C., fi- 
nanced mostly with high hopes. 


In the 49 years since then, 


Marriott's 
Hot Shoppe has 


grown into a three-quarter bil- 
lion 
dollar worldwide con- 


glomerate of hotels and resorts, 
restaurants, airline caterers 
and cruise ships. 


Now Marriott has taken a 


$140-million 
leap 
into 
the 


amusement park business. Two 
identical 65-acre parks, both 
called Great America, will 
combine 
peaches-and-cream, 


turn-of-the-century 
nostalgia 


with dozens of thrill rides, res- 
taurants and gift shops. 


The first park, which includes 


a reproduction of Marriott's 
original root beer stand, opened 
a month ago 45 miles south of 


San Francisco where a pear or- 
chard once flourished. It's ex- 
pected to attract 2.8 million vis- 
itors and gross $33 million over 
a 140-day season this year. 


The second park will open 


north of Chicago on May 29, 
and a third is planned for the 
Washington area. 


The parks are a seeming de- 


parture for Marriott Corp., sec- 
ond only to Holiday Inn in total 
lodging dollars and McDonald's 
in total food dollars. But J. W. 
Marriott Jr., 
president and 


chief executive officer, says he 
"couldn't be more optimistic 
about this new business of ours. 


"We know, for instance, that 


about 40 per cent of Disney 
World's revenues come from 
food services and lodging. As 
successful specialists in those 
fields, Great America ... fits 
well into our policies and abili- 


ties." 


With 19 restaurants inside the 


park, "we have more food serv- 
ice than any other park of this 
kind," he said. A Marriott Inn 
also is going up-nearby for vis- 
itors who want to stay over- 
night. 


Another good reason for en- 


tering the field, said Marriott, 
is that theme parks like Great 
America and Disneyland "are 
one of the real growth seg- 
ments of the leisure time in- 
dustry. 


"Attendance has grown al- 


most 400 per cent in 10 years. 
Last year, it was 40 per cent 
greater 
than the combined 


number of spectators at profes- 
sional football, baseball and 
basketall games. Family enter- 
tainment is coming back in full 
force." 


Visitors are bound to com- 


pare Great America with Dis- 
neyland, and Marriott officials 
believe this will work positively 
for them. 


"It's good if people think 


we're of the Disneyland quali- 
ty," said Bruce Burtch, the 
park's public affairs manager. 


Like 
Disneyland, 
Great 


America is divided into sections 
or "themed areas." Disney has 
Frontierland and Mainstreet, 
U.S.A; Great America has Yu- 
kon Territory and Hometown 
Square, among others. 


Marriott also has purchased 


the rights to Warner Bros, car- 
toon characters so that Bugs 
Bunny, Porky Pig, Daffy Duck 
and 21 others can roam the 
park, just like Alice in Wonder- 
land and Donald Duck at Dis- 
neyland. There are Bugs Bunny 
T-shirts 
for sale at 
Great 


America, and Bugs Bunny hats 


and even a Bugs Bunny watch. 


"Our answer to the Mickey 


Mouse watch," said Burtch. 


Although 
Bugs 
Bunny 
is 


sometimes 
referred 
to 
as 


"Great America's host and 
spokesrabbit," Burtch said the 
cartoon characters are primar- 
ily "merchandise ideas that 
work well in amusement parks. 


"Mickey Mouse is the symbol 


for Disney, but Bugs Bunny 
will never be the symbol for 
Great America. It's just an aid 
in marketing, merchandising 
and entertaining." 


The decision to build an 


amusement park apparently 
scared some stockholders — 
the stock plunged from about 
$28 a share to $6 after the plans 
were announced. It has since 
rebounded to about $17. 


Earnings in 1975 were 68 


cents a share, and so far are 


up 26 per cent in fiscal 1976, the 
company says. Sales are ex- 
pected to reach nearly $900 mil- 
lion this year, up 15 per cent 
from fiscal 1975. 


When Marriott decided to en- 


ter the amusement park busi- 
ness, corporation executives 
conducted a search of com- 
peting parks and recruited a 
management team with more 
than 500 combined years of ex- 
perience in the business. 


Hired as general manager 


was Truman Woodworth, a Dis- 
ney cameraman in the depres- 
sion who later rose to director 
of facilities at Disneyland. Mar- 
riott gave Mel Miller, a former 
curator of the Ringling Bros, 
circus museum, responsibility 
for Great America's atmos- 
phere and authenticity. 


To design the park, Marriott 


hired Randall Duell.

American democracy had an early birth in Virginia

American 
nationhood was 


conceived in the spring of 1776 
in Virginia, near the spot where 
American democracy had first 
been practiced almost four cen- 
turies earlier. 


It began on a warm day in 


May of 1607 when the first set- 
tlers at Jamestown opened 
their sealed instructions and 
learned the names of the Lon- 
don Company's resident council 
in Virginia. 


But the company had neg- 


lected to designate a chief ex- 
ecutive. So, in the first demo- 
cratic election on American 
soil, Capt. Edward Maria Wing- 
field was chosen president of 
the colony. 


In 1619, a year before the Pil- 


grims landed at Plymouth, the 
first elected representative as- 
sembly in the future United 
States met in Jamestown. 


It was not real democracy. 


The colonists were still subject 
to the parent company and lat- 
er to the crown as a royal colo- 
ny. But it was a beginning. And 
having once tasted of self-gov- 
ernment, Virginians were not 
going to let it go. 


By the 18th century, Gov. Al- 


exander Spottswood was com- 
plaining that Virginians would 
submit to "no jurisdiction, civil 
or ecclesiastical, but what is 
established by law of their own 
making." 


"Damn Virginia," said the 


Earl of Dunmore upon learning 
he had been posted there as 
governor. By the spring of 1776 
Dunmore was a refugee on a 
British ship off the Virginia 
coast. 


And it was another warm day 


in May when the House of Bur- 
gesses, oldest legislature in 
America and last instrument of 
royal government in Virginia, 
quietly expired. 


"We met in Assembly yester- 


day," wrote Edmund Pend- 
leton, "and determined not to 
adjourn, but let that body die 
— and went into Convention." 


The Convention was Vir- 


ginia's homegrown replacement 
for royal government. Already 
four had been held in defiance 
of governors who had dissolved 
the Burgesses to squelch their 
dissent. 


Elections for the Fifth Vir- 


ginia Convention had been held 
in April, with Dunmore's burn- 
ing of Norfolk fresh in the 
minds of the voters. The timid 
patriot was lucky to retain his 
seat. 


"Our 
freeholders are all 


mad," said Josiah Parker, "de- 
termined to have a new house 
altogether ... strange times in- 
deed." 


The people of this county al- 


most unanimously cry aloud for 
Independence," wrote William 
Aylett from King William Coun- 
ty. 


As the counties elected their 


delegates, many bound them to 
serve the rising will of the 
people. Charles Pattesson and 
John Cabell of Buckingham 
County were instructed 
"to 


cause a total and final separa- 
tion from Great Britian to take 
place as soon as possible." 


From Augusta County came 


the demand for "making the 
Confederacy of the United Colo- 
nies the most perfect, independ- 
ent and lasting, and of framing 
an equal, free and liberal gov- 
ernment that may bear the test 
of all future ages." 


"Your constituents," Cumber- 


land County told John May and 
William Fleming, "instruct you 
positively to declare for Inde- 
pendency; that you solemnly 
abjure any Allegeance to his 
Britannick Majest, and bid him 
a good night forever." 


Cumberland 
County 
also 


asked "that you promote in our 
convention an instruction to our 
Delegates, now sitting in Conti- 
nental Congress, to do the 
same." 


The convention met on May 


6, 1776, the day the old House 
expired. The first order of busi- 
ness was to elect Pendleton, es- 
teemed attorney and leader of 
Virginia conservatives, as its 
president in a contest with the 
radical leader Patrick Henry.

Virginia wanted it in steady 
hands. 


"We are now met ... at a 


time truly critical," said Pend- 
leton in acceptance, "when sub- 
jects of the most important and 
interesting nature require our 
serious attention ... Permit me 
to recommend calmness, unani- 
mity and diligence, as the most 
likely means of bringing them 
to a happy and prosperous is- 
sue." 


But Henry became the reluc- 


tant one as Virginia moved to- 
ward its great decision. He 


counseled 
caution, 
advised 


waiting until America had as- 
surance of foreign allies, and 
said that by no means should 
Virginia go it alone. 


Pendleton, moving slowly, be- 


came the leader for independ- 
ence. In his own hand was writ- 
ten the compromise resolution 
which emerged on May 15,1776, 
200 years ago this week. 


"Resolved unanimously," it 


began proudly, "that the dele- 
gates appointed to represent 
this colony in General Congress 
be instructed to propose to that

respectable body to declare the 
United Colonies free and inde- 
pendent states, absolved from 
all allegiance to, or dependence 
upon, the crown or parliament 
of Great Britain ..." 


North Carolina already had 


instructed her delegates to sup- 
port any independence move- 
ment which might develop, but 
Virginia was the first to order 
her delegates to start one. 


The Virginians also sent their 


support for "whatever meas- 
ures may be thought proper 
and necessary by the Congress

for forming foreign alliances, 
and a confederation of the colo- 
nies ... provided that the power 
of forming government for, and 
the regulations of the internal 
concerns of each colony, be left 
to the respective colonial legis- 
latures." 


The Convention further re- 


solved that "a committee be 
appointed to prepare a Declara- 
tion of Rights, and such a plan 
of government as will be most 
likely to maintain peace and or- 
der in this colony, and secure 
substantial and equal liberty to 


the people." 


There, reflecting the hopes 


and fears of thd people of Vir- 
ginia, was the blueprint for a 
nation, and Congress followed it 
in creating the United States of 
America. 


First, independence, not for 


13 colonies, but for a country. 
And .the country should be a 
federal union, states acting in 
unison but preserving control 
over local affairs. 


There should be a written 


constituion and provisions to se- 
cure the individual rights of the 


people. 


Virginia followed through on 


her resolutions and before the 
month was out had drafted a 
constitution and elected Patrick 
Henry as her first governor of 
a free state. 


She also adopted the Virginia 


Declaration of Rights, the mod- 
el for the U.S. Bill of Right. 


The Virginia resolves were 


rushed to Philadelphia, and on 
June 7 Richard Henry Lee of 
Virginia rose from his seat in 
what would become known as 
Independence Hall, and on in- 


state, 
structions 
from 
his 


moved: 


"That the united colonies are 


and of right ought to be, free 
and independent states..." 


It was in approving this mo- 


tion on July 2 that Congress 
voted a new nation into being 
and produced the formal Dec- 
laration of Independence on 
July 4, 1776. 


A few days later Congress 


appointed a committee to draft 
the Articles of Confederation 
which would become the 
lion's first constitution.

"People are concerned but it 


is not a panic situation," said 
one homeonwer, capsuling the 
sentiments of many residents of 
the troubled housing develop- 
ment. 


This could be 
Anywhere, 


U.S.A., in the financially slugg- 
ish 1970s. 


To begin with, Flower Mound 


New Town was a dream of the 
more solvent '60s, a multimil- 
lion dollar development dedi- 
cated to an inspired lifestyle. 


Surrounded by and a part of 


the incorporated town of Flow- 
er Mound, the New Town addi- 
tion lies between Dallas and 
Fort Worth in the shadow of 
the new Dallas-Fort Worth Air- 
port. 


It was born Sept. 23, 1971, a 


child of the federal govern- 
ment's Housing and Urban De- 
velopment Department (HUD) 
and a partnership prosaically 
called 
Flower 
Mound 
New 


Town Ltd. 


The agreement provided a 


government loan guarantee of 
up to $18 million for land acqui- 
sition and land development, 
plus assistance. It was a heady 
time, with developers talking of 
carefully 
and 
efficiently 


planned housing, shopping cen- 


ters, industrial parks, recrea- 
tional facilities and greenbelts 
in the naturally beautiful and 
wooded countryside. 


The accent was on 
"ex- 


cellence and innovative prob- 
lem-solving" and, in late 1972, 
one of the original partners bol- 
dly proclaimed: 


"Flower Mound New Town is 


dedicated to its present and fu- 
ture residents. Our success in 
creating a social and physical 
environment of inspring quality 
will be the measure of our suc- 


cess." 


It was an illusion. 
"We planned the damned 


thing onto the ground," said 
Martin Matyas, the partner- 
ship's upteenth general man- 
ager, 
who 
discusses 
New 


Town's problems with witty 
resignation. 


"It's awfully difficult to be an 


aggressive developer without 
any money, and money has 
been a problem for a long 
time," he said. 


A takeover by HUD now ap- 


pears imminent. 


"The government doesn't own 


us yet," Matyas said with a 
smile. "They may in a matter 
of months, but they don't yet." 


Matyas refuses to blame the 


developers, -the owners, the 
government or anyone in par- 
ticular for the misfortunes of 
New Town: 


"There's plenty of blame to 


be spread around." 


He agrees essentially with 


Edward Marcus of Dallas, the 
prime mover and shaker be- 


hind Flower Mound New Town, 
who says the problem was 
threefold: 


—Planning delays 
—Bureaucratic pitfalls 
—The housing depression 
This is not to say that con- 


flicts among the principals 
were not a factor, but report- 
edly everything paled when 
compared with the disastrous 
effects on the general economy. 


"This

country and at least eight are 
in trouble." 


But the news is not all bad. 
"There's nothing wrong with 


what they've got right now. The 
people that brought out here 
mostly are happy," Matyas 
said. 


"I think our biggest problems 


has been people with pre- 
conceived notions about the 
(HUD) foreclosure," said Gary 
Pressler, 32, a Delta Airlines 
pilot and a New Town resident 
for a year. 


"After we found out what it 


all meant, it simply wasn't that 
traumatic ... There are parts 
of the development free and 
clear of any foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. 


"The only thing I can see 


that we've really lost in the 
way of amenities is our golf 
course, but HUD will continue 
selling and developing and 
eventually we may even get 
that." 


As it now stands, New Town 


has a superb $380,000 indoor 
pool and bath house, sur- 
rounded by a wooded park, a 
day care center, an under- 
ground utility system, a water 
and sewer system, and more. 


"Our major concern (other 


than bad publicity) is getting 
people to continue development 
so we can grow in an orderly . 
fashion," Pressler said. 


"We don't expect to see any 


devaluation of our property. 
Just the opposite. But we're not 
concerned with selling at a 
profit. We just want to stay 
here." 


Peggy Parks, a New Town 


resident for 18 months, said she 
and her husband were attracted 
by the "back to nature" con- 
cept, adding: 


"It's a unique area; every- 


body who moves here is gung 
ho on this style of living. All 
our neighbors are working to 
keep the area open and pret- 
ty." 


Peggy's husband, Don, a self- 


employed businessman, and 
John Hoiip, his next door neigh- 
bor, contend New Town could 
develop as envisioned. 


"It could come in five years, 


and maybe on a smaller 
basis," Houp said. "It's going 
to happen. But not as quickly 
. as the people wanted." 


Added Parks, "With the pro- 


ximity to the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Airport and all, it's going to go. 
It's being held up now, but it 
will go." 


The Rev. Harvey Cutting, 


pastor of the Mayflower Con- 
gregational Church, deplores 
the "gloom and doom" report- 
ing surrounding New Town and 
declares: 


"The untold part of the story 


is that the 80 families living out 
here are happy, there is a cohe- 
siveness to these people and an 
almost fanatic loyalty to the 
concept of open spaces and un- 
disturbed ecology ... 


"Our town and our church 


are going to succeed." 


John Bartholomew, a repre- 


sentative of Tyland Home- 
builders, said his company in- 
tends to continue building in 
Flower Mound and may even 
expand into a new building site. 


"We are as optimistic about 


the future of Flower Mound 
now as when we initally built 
there," he said. "It's proximity 
to natural recreational areas 
such as Lake Grapevine and 
Lake Dallas makes it one of the 
North Texas area's most popu- 
lar developments. 
Natural gas 
price problem 
to farmers 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - A 


Texas Farm Bureau official 
told a legislative joint subcom- 
mittee hearing Tuesday that 
the supply and price of natural 
gas is a major and immediate 
problem for irrigation farmers. 


The gas is used to fuel irriga- 


tion pumps. 


Pat Smith, the bureau's state 


affairs director, testified before 
the subcommittees of the Ways 
and Means and State Affairs 
Committees 
of the Texas 


House. 


Smith said Texas users of 


natural gas for irrigation are 
paying a much higher price for 
gas at1 the well-head than out- 
of-state users. He said prices 
have increased in many in- 
stances from 300 to 500 per cent 
in one year. "Unless some solu- 
tions are found, there will be a 
large number of irrigation 
farmers that will discontinue or 
significantly alter their oper- 
ations," he stated. 


Smith said many of the ener- 


gy problems "are a direct re- 
sult of impractical, inefficient 
interference by government 
regulations, particularly the 
federal regulations." 


The bureau said an imme- 


diate return to the market sys- 
tem with a minimum of govern- 
ment intervention is the long- 
range answer to the problem. 


Smith one short-range solu- 


tion would be state legislation 
to "correct inequities" of taxes 
between intrastate and Inter- 
state gas.

The Texas Civil Liberties 


Union has filed its appeal in the 
Elizabeth White case. 


Assistant District Attorney 


David Ralston says notice of the 
appeal was included in the 
Tuesday morning mail, which 
the D.A.'s office picked up 
about 11:30 a.m. 


Ralston said further that the 


TCLU is correct in its stance 
that the appeal is valid, as 
reported in Tuesday's Daily 
Sun. 


Ralston said Tuesday 
af- 


ternoon that an investigation of 
appellate procedures 
shows 


that an amendment to these 
rules, effective the first of this 
year, gives TCLU 30 days in 
which to file an appeal. 


Ralston says that he's "really 


kind of glad" that the case will 
be decided in court instead of by 
a "quirk of the law." 


Ralston says the State will 


wait until the TCLU files its 
briefs in the case and then 
respond to them. 


Bill Schieffelin, lawyer for the 


TCLU, said Tuesday afternoon 
that the "Notice of appeal is not 
required where a motion for a 
new trial is overruled by 
operation of the law."
